aa After several years, for reesons unknown, the Commmists of Bolivia cam “o be 
controlled from Montevideo, and from that city came the order to form « Jew 
party whieh would not be identified with Commmism, As a reault the Froate 
Taquiexiiste Boliviano (FIB) was created, with Arze ani! Ansya st421 at the helm. 


Ze Later, because of divergencies eppeering in ths FIR, at the time thet Penaranda 
was in control of the Government of Dolivie, there vas held in Oruro a leftist 
sonvention (attacked by the Falangists) fram which was ereated the PIR. The 
sane leading alenente controlled the naw organization. Its program was ikewise 
of 2 Commmist character, and even included enti-nationaliam: but later without 
benefit of e conference or congress to legelly modify the program, a se ond edie 
tion of its program was issued which had lost the Commmist tinge, This nate- 
merphosis coincided with news from foreign countries that the Comintern had 
ordered the Communist parties to assume the charanter of nationalist or socialis 


parties. 


4o The present program of the PIR is as follows. It includes nationslistic princi 
ples, end ite peliticr] propaganda 1a besed on the concept of *Patria®, Seme 
menbers of the PIR who ere definitely Comunista, when asked about this aspect, 
have said without the slightest hesitation that it is neant "to deceive the = 
people". As a result, they have obteined the following of many true pe!rt ae 
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denonstrations held by the PIR carry at their head the Red Flag of Russia ani 
the portrait of Stalin. Another interesting detail is that the present ilinis— 
ter of Labor, who has actively worked as a Commmist, has baptized his children 
with the names "Ruso" and "Viediniro". 


In all of this there is one truth which must be emphasized: if it should be possi- 
ble to prove in any manner that the principle leaders of the PIR obey the die- 
tates of Moscow, 80% of the adherents of the ?arty would withdraw, anong than 
Gutierre:., vbo hes so stated to his friends. 


For the present, it seema inconvenient to attack the PIR, It forms a sclid guar 
antee for the stability of the present Goverment, since, as an organized and 
armed party in La Paz, 1t ean defend thea constitutional order in the etreots. 

To open an opergetic cempaign against it, making use of violence, would be to 

give it greater prestige, and to favor ita spread. It is necessary to combat ~ 

i4t tactfully, taking advantage of ite errors and putting it to ridicule. This 

ia more a question of cleverness, particularly in a aaa 
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
